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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicants election without traverse of I in the reply filed on 8/22/06 is 
acknowledged. 

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: The specification fails to teach the xanthan, starch and PAC 
of claim 5. 

3. The use of the trademarks has been noted in this application. It should be 
capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner which might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

The specification contains numerous trademarks without definition of the nature 
of the Trademarks. The nature of the invention and what constitutes the examples are 
not clear in scope, since such are totally defined by Trademark names. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 , it teaches that a solvent is present in an amount of 1-20%. It appears 
from the specification that water is present in the fluid, and such is also a solvent. If the 
solvent is for a particular component, such is not defined in the claims. Furthermore, a 
composition with a content of 15 solvent would not be a fluid as being claimed. 

In claim 5, it is not clear what PAC means, and such has not been defined in the 
specification. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by

applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tsuk 
(3830735). 

Tsuk teaches the addition of a polyvinyl alcohol (up to 2% claimed, 0.5% 
exemplified at column 4, lines 15-21) to an 5% oil in water composition. The polyvinyl 
alcohol is both a demulsifier and a polymer, and satisfies the requirements of claim 1 . 
The oil is a solvent. Claims 1 and 2 are intended uses which do not distinguish (In re 
Pearson 181 USPQ 641). In claim 3, the teaching of enzyme activity is not specific, and 
various enzymes may interact with the polymer. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Quinlan 
(4331554). 

Quinlan teaches the addition of a polyepihalohydrin to oil in water composition, at 
levels up to 10,000 ppm (see column 10, Iine49 - column 11, line 10). The 
polyepihalohydrin is both a demulsifier and a polymer, and satisfies the requirements of 
claim 1 . The oil is a solvent. Claims 1 and 2 are intended uses which do not distinguish 
(In re Pearson 181 USPQ 641). In claim 3, the teaching of enzyme activity is not 
specific, and various enzymes may interact with the polymer. 

9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Buriks 
(3929632). 
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Buriks teaches the addition of a betaine polymer (up to about 500 ppm, column 
15, lines 10-13) to an up to 20% oil in water composition (column 12, lines 27-36). The 
betaine polymer is both a demulsifier and a polymer, and satisfies the requirements of 
claim 1. The oil is a solvent. Claims 1 and 2 are intended uses which do not distinguish 
(In re Pearson 181 USPQ 641). In claim 3, the teaching of enzyme activity is not 
specific, and various enzymes may interact with the polymer.
